The original meas- 
ure, passed in 1915, was an act for 
a system of self-sustaining commis- 
sion markets to which farmer and 
producer might consign their pro- 
ducts for sale and the consumer 
might come and buy, thus benefir- 
ing both classes.

HROUGHOUT STATE 


Mountain, Valley and Coast Drenched 
by Rain; Wind Attains Tremendous

San Francisco—An uproarious rain 
and blow,/the second real soaker of 
the season, developed early Monday 
morning out of the gentle storm that 
stole in from the ocean Saturday aft- 
ernoon.

WOMAN. SUFFRAGE 
LOSES BY 1 VOTE 


Leaders of Women Announce They | 
Will Carry Campaign Into | 
Next Congress 


Washington.—By a margin of ene 
vote, equal suffrage met its fourth de- 
feat Monday in the Senate. No fur- 
ther action at this session is now pos- 
sible, but advocates announced that 
the now nearly half-a-century-old 
camaign for submission of the Susan 
B. Anthony constitutional amend- 
ment to the states would be” renewed 
when the Sixty-sixth Congress con- 
venes. 

On the final roll call Monday, fifty- 
five Senators—one less than the re- 
quired two-thirds — voted for adoption 
of the resolution and twenty-nine 
Senators cast their ballots against it. 

Comparatively brief debate — pre- 
ceded the vote, which officially killed 
the resolution adopted by the House 
on January 10, 1918, by a vote of 274 
to 136. Defeat of the measure was 
witnessed by crowds of women in the 
galleries, but there were no demon- 
strations and dramatic incidents 
which have marked previous Senate 
votes on the question were lacking. 
Up to the last moment managers of 
the resolution expressed confidence of 
securing the one vote they needed, 
but the opposition held firm. 

Immediately after the vote was an- 
nounced, suffrage leaders issued state- 
ments criticising the Senate action 
and announcing that the fight would 
be renewed in the next Congress. 
Supporters of the resolution generally 
predicted that success would be at- 
tained then. : 

Twenty-four Democrats and thirty- 
one Republicans voted for the reso- 
lution, while eighteen Democrats and 
eleven Republicans opposed it. Of 
the Senators absent and paired, eight 
were recorded in the affirmative and 
four in the negative, indicating that 
sentiment of the ninety-six members 
stood 63 to 33 in favor of the .reso- 
lution.

The Senate first voted on the Susan 
B. Anthony resolution in 1887, six- 
teen Senators being recorded for it 
and thirty-four against it. The next 
vote was in 1914, Senators dividing, 
thirty - five for and thirty - four 
against. On October i, 1918, the vote 
was fifty-four to thirty, or two less 
than the necessary majority. 

The one vote gained was that of 
Senator Pollock of South Carolina, 
Democrat, who spoke in vigorous 
support of the measure. Senator Pol- 
lock succeeded former Senator Benet, 
who voted last October in opposftion, 
and will retire himself next month. 
In his address Pollock denied the 
contention that the amendment would 
affect white rule in the South and 
declared that women had earned the

FIGHT OPENS AGAINST 
DRY AMENDMENT 


Drive for Some 34,000 Names in the 
State Will Begin in Few Days, 
Leader Says 


San Francisco.—Grape growers of 
California fired the first gun Feb-| 
ruary 7 in the nation-wide fight along 
referendum lines to keep the United 
States from going permanently bone 
dry next January. Leaders met in 
the office of Attorney Theodore A. 
Bell and outlined the campaign to 
be conducted in connection with 
twelve other organizations in States 
having the referendum. In a few} 
days petitions will be circulated to 
put the dry question to the vote of 
the people of California. 

Bell said that the natural reaction 
against some of the States dictating 


to other States on questions of per- 
sonal habits was developing great! 
strength all through the Eastern 


States, especially in New York. 

In only a few days’ efforts, the Ho-; 
tel Men’s Association in New York, 
led by James Woods, formerly of San 
Francisco, has collected 250,000 sig- 
natures calling for a submission to 
the electors of the action of the New 
York State Legislature in ratifying 
the Sheppard amendment to the con- 
stitution. 

In other States on the Atlantic sea- 
board the protest of the masses of 
the voters against prohibition is as- 
suming large proportions, according 
to Bell, who returned Thursday after 
making a survey of the conditions in 
other parts of the country. 

The grape growers who met here 
are members of the California Grape 
Protective Association. It is expect- 
ed the association will take charge 
of the circulating of the referendum+ 
petitions. About 34,000 signatures 
must be secured within ninety days 
after the adjournment of the Legis- 
lature. On the filing of the referen- 
dum, Governor Stephens can either 
call a special election or the ques- 
tion will be voted on at the Presi- 
dential election in November, 1920. 

The filing of the referendum peti- | 
tion automatically prevents the en- 
forcement of the Sheppard amend- 
ment, according to the grape men. 

While the grape growers were get-

HEALTH ABOVE NORMAL! 


Week Ending February 8, 147 Dead, 
28 Were Influenza Victims 


San Francisco. — Despite the fact 
that the influenza epidemic was prev- 
alent here three weeks ago, the health 
of the city, as shown by the mor- 
tality. statistics, is now normal—or 
better than normal if it be considered 
that twenty-eight of the deaths re- 
corded last week were the results of 
previously acquired influenza. 

The total number of deaths record- 
ed for the week ending February 8 
was 147. Last year, during the same 
period—the weather being exception- 
ally fine—thé number was 134 and 
in 1917 the total was 146. 

In 1918 two causes contributed to 
the lower death rate for the week, 
one being the weather and the other 
the fact that some 35,000 members of 
the population were away with the 
colors. 

The twenty-eight influenza deaths 
reported practically all occurred dur- 
ing the first three days of the week. 
By the end of the week the number 
was negligible—two on Saturday, one 
on Sunday, two Monday—indicating 
that the present health of San Fran- 
cisco is, if anything, above normal 
for this time of the year. 

During the week ended January 18 
the number of deaths reported was 
467, the following week the total was 
295, and» for the week ending Febru- 
ary 1 it was 201. 

As a rule, according to the health 
authorities, a rise in the number of 
suicides is commonly noticeable after 
any severe epidemic—despondency fol- 
lowing bereavement being a common 
cause of self-destruction. Actual sta- 
tistics in the existing circumstances 
do not indicate any terial rise in 
the mortality from that cause during 
the past week. 

The number of deaths from violence 
recorded last week was fifteen—the 
same as for the same period last year. 
In 1917 the number was twenty.

act upon two of the seven counts 
charged against him in the _ indict- 
ment. The jury, after deliberating 
for three hours, returned a_ sealed 
verdict, which was opened in the 
Federal Court. 

The maximum penalty for each of 


‘the counts on which Albers was found 


guilty is $10,000 fine 
years’ imprisonment. 

The charges against the wealthy 
flour miller grew out of alleged sedi- 
tious and disloyal remarks he made 
in October, 1918, on a Southern Pa- 
cific train between San Francisco and 
Portland, when, according to Albers’ 
testimony, he was “too drunk to re 
member” anything that happened. He 
was charged with ‘declaring that he 
was pro-German and with making 
other statements of similar tenor. 

Following a motion for a new trial 
by Albers’ attorneys, a stay of thirty 
days was granted by Feleral Judge 
Wolverton, and it is not likely that 
sentence will be pronounced for at 
least a month. Albers was released 
on $10,000 bonds, the same amount 
on which he was at liberty before 
the trial. 


RANCHERS ARM TO 
DRWE QUT STRIKERS 


Orange Growers Organize and’ Deport 
Russians to Los Angeles 


and twenty 


Azusa.— About 300 orange growers 
of the San Gabriel Valley, many of 
them armed, drove from this vicinity 
thirty-five Russians, including four 
women, alleged to have attempted to 
intimidate Mexican orange pickers. 
The Russians were taken into the 
Russian settlement in Los Angeles in 
an automobile truck and liberated. 

Most of the Russians were arrested 
for alleged threats against the Mexi- 
cans, but were released when the 
authorities decided to prosecute on a 
disturbance of the peace charge only 
eight of those taken into custody. 

Ranchers decided on driving out the 
Russians at a mass meeting held at 
Covina, near here. They drove in 
automobiles to the camp of the Rus- 
sians, about two miles from Covina, 
surrounded the frame building and 
tents in which the Russians were 
living, and ordered them to prepare 
to leave in fifteen minutes. 

At the expiration of that time they 
were compelled to get into the truck. 
Most of them went without resistance. 
Four fought and were overpowered 
and carried into the truck, 

During the drive to Los Angeles, 
about thirty miles distant, the truck 
was surrounded by automobiles carry- 
ing citizens. When liberated the 
Russians sought shelter with fellow 
countrymen. They said they would 
be taken care of. 

There was no interference from of- 
fiers in the driving out of the Rus- 


sians. Deputy sheriffs said they had 
no knowledge of what was being done 
until it was too late to’ take any 
action. 

The Russians, according to the 
srowers, quit work a few days ago 
when their demand for $i for an 


eight-hour day was. refused. The 
growers had been paying $3 a day for 
eight hours.
